Severall Orders concernine Church 
GOUVernment. 


1. Every feverall Shiere of Ezeglazd and 
ales to be a ſeverall circuit or Dioceſle for 
the Ecclefiaſtick Juriſdition excepting Tork- 
 ſhiere, which is to be divided into three.

2, A conſtant Presbitry of twelve choice -Dy-- 
Vines, to be ſelected in every Shiere or Dioceſe. 


3. A conſtant Preſident to be eſtabliſhed as 
Biſhop over this Presbitry, 


4. This Biſhop 1ncach Dioceſle to ordaine, 
ſuſpend,deprive,degrade,and excommunticate by 
and with the conſent and afſiftance of feven Dx- 
vines of his Presbitry,then preſent, and not elſe, 


5. The times of Ordination throughout the 
Land to be foure times in the yeerc,v:z. Ti. Hay, 
x, Auguſt, 1. November, 1. February. 


6. Every Biſhop conſtantly to reſide within 
his Dioceſfle, m ſome one prime or chiete city or 
towne within his Dioceſle as in particular. 


7. Every Biſhop to have one ſpeciall particu- 
lar congregation to be choſen out of the moſt 
convenient place fgr diſtance from his chiefe re- 
{1dence, and the richeſt in valeiv that may be had, 
' where he ſhall duly preach, unlefle he be lawfully 
hindred, and then ſhall take care his Cure be wel 


ſupplyed by another. 


8. No Biſhop ſhall remove, or be tranſlated 
from the Biſhopricke which he ſhall firſt under- 
take. | 


9. Uponevery death, or other avoydance of 2 
Biſhop, the King to grant a Conge De Clezre to

the whole Clergy of the whole Dioceſle, and 
they to preſent three of the Presbitry atoreſ919, 
and the King to choofe ana nominate who, tt 
pleaſeth of them. | 


10. The firſt Presbiters of every Shiere tobe 
named by the Parliament, and afterwards upon 
the death or other avoydance of any presbyter, 
the remaining presbiters to choole one other 
out ofthe pariſh Miniſters of that Shiere, and 
this to be done within one moneth next. after 
{uch death or avoydance. | 


11. No Biſhop or Cl-rgy man-to exerciſe * 
have any temporal office, or ſecular imploiment 
but onely for the preſent to hold and keepe the 


probate of Wils, untill the Parliament ſhall - 
therwiſe reſolve. : 


12. The Biſhop oncea yeare (at Mrdſomer) to 
ſummon a Dioceſan Synod, there to heare, and 
(by general Vote) to determineall ſuch matters 
of ſcandall in life, and DoQrines amongſt Cler- 
gy men, as ſhall be preſcated untothem. 


13. Every three yeares a Nationall Synod to 
be, which ( for perſons ) ſhall conſiſt of all the 
Biſhops in the Land, and of two Presbyters to 
be chofen by the reſt cut of each- presbitry, and-' 
of jtwo Clerkes to be choſen out of every Dio- 
ceſſe by the Clergy thereof. 


14. This Nationall Synod to make and or- 
daine

daine. Canons,for.the government of the Church» 
bnt they not-to binde untill- they be confirmed by 
Parliament. - 


15. Every Biſhop to have over and above the 
Benefice. aforeſaid, a certaine conſtant Rent al- 
| lowed, and allotted proportionall to the Dio- 
ceſſe wherein hee is to. Officiate. That is to 


ſay —— 


I16.. Every Presbiter to have. a conſtant ycere- 
ly. profit above his Benefice. 


As for the Revenue of the Biſhops, Peanes, ind 
Chapters, &c. a ftri# ſurvey to be taker of all their 
Rents and Profits, and the. ſume to bepreſented at 
the beginning of our next convention, and in the 
meane time no Leaſe to be renewed, nor tmbey to 
be felled.
